But their curriculum “will be 
right down the line” with that 
for men, said Capt. I.H. Knud- 
son, commanding officer of the 
Purdue NROTC unit. 
And if they complete their 
NROTC traniing and are com­ 
missioned, the women sworn in 
Saturday will be “as equipped 
to go aboard ship as men,” 
Knudson said. 
Only 16 women were selected 
this fall because the program is 
on a trial basis. Knudson said it 
represents a “natural progress­ 
ion” of equal opportunities for 
women in the armed services 
and likely will be expanded for 
the 1973-74 school year. 
Previously women officers re­ 
ceived military indoctrination 
and initial training only at the 
Navy’s Officer Candidate School 
for Women in Newport, R.I.

MUNICH (A P) — Bavaria’s

capital welcomes

Olympic torch tonight as a re­ 
lay runner from Greece jogs 
i n t o 
historic 
Koenigsplatz 
where Hitler plotted his course 
to infamy. 
The 20th Olympic Games, a 
$1 billion undertaking of con­ 
temporary West Germany, be­ 
comes a reality Saturday with 
athletic team s of 122 nations 
marching into the 80,000 capac­ 
ity Olympia Stadium 
On the eve of that opening 
ceremony, the Olympic torch, 
ferried by hundreds of runners 
frcm 
Olympia, 
Greece, 
will 
reach Munich to be received by 
Olympic officials and a likely 
international ovation from tour­ 
ists and sports fans gathered in 
Koenigsplatz. 
That 
monumental

In other IOC action, the four- 
man bobsled competition was 
eliminated from the 1976 Winter 
Games as too expensive a sport 


■— with an estimated possible 
cost of $100,000 an entry. 
The move will allow Denver 
the Winter Olympics’ next host 
city, to conduct all events in 
Colorado. Tentative plans had 
been made to switch the four- 
man bobs to Lake Placid N.Y. 
The IOC added six women’s 
rowing events to the 1976 Sum­ 
mer Games calendar at Mon­ 
treal before reaching Friday’s 
dosing business session. 
Jesse Owens, the svelte black 
man who won four gold medals 
in the 1936 Olympics in Berlin, 
returned to the country of his 
famed 
accomplishments.

welcome was more than warm. 
“ It gives me a good feeling,” 
said the Chicago resident, now

street with my wife and grand­

Owens, snubbed by Hitler due 
to his heritage, is an honored 
guest of the German Organ­ 
izing Committee for the Olym­ 
pic Games.

The past three weeks have gone quick­ 
ly. The first ten days was spent attempt­ 
ing to exterminate'crab grass. The flower 
bed between the walk and garage is 
planted with zinnias, marigolds, calen­ 
dulas, double petunias, summer chrysan­ 
themums, brown eyed Susans, ageratum, 
and roses with a wide border of large 
white petunias. 
Until the first of August the flowers 
were beautiful, then the dry weather 
set in and the crab grass (wire grass or 
what have you) grew’. It grows in clumps 
and every joint of the stem can root. The 
underground system of white roots 
honeycombs the ground. It spreads 
quickly and chokes out any plant in its 
reach. 
After ten days of determined effort, I 
felt like Mr. Tweedy in the Rushville 
Republican when he stood looking at the 
splotches of grass in his yard. Surround­ 
ed by weed killers and pest extermin­ 
ator^. he looked at the yard with tears in 
his eyes shouting. “You’ve won, crab 
grass, you’ve won!” 
The next ten days were spent enter­ 
taining a house guest. Max is now six 
and came to Rushvhie for his vacation. 
A careful survey was made of traffic 
north of Rushville. In the area near the 
shopping center markings had been mis­ 
leading. The turn-off streets to the fill­ 
ing station and shopping center are not 
square with the turns to the park, the 
Rush County National Bank building, 
and a filling* station. Traffic here is apt 
to get snarled and has been the scene of 
several accidents. Another danger spot 
is the turn-off to Foster Heights ... also 
to the Harrold and Pell Motor Sales 
Agency, the Drive-In and the car wash. 
After the survey by the state highway de­ 
partment. the speed limit north was ex­ 
tended and double lines added making it 
a no-pass area, but no change was made 
on the speed limit going north. Just be­ 
yond the shopping center, the sign still 
reads 65 miles an hour. In order to avoid 
future difficulties, would it not be wise 
to install a flasher light in this area or 
add a stop light? State Highway 3 han­ 
dles a tremendous amount of traffic, 
both passenger and truck (ask any one 
living on Main Street). The stop light 
at 11th and Main was long coming but 
has done much to insure safe crossing 
by cars going east and west. 
Future telephone service may become 
efficient and less expensive, but, at the 
present time, many lines are snarled with 
no communication. As this is being writ­ 
ten most Glenwood numbers are coming 
through on one line . . . and last week­ 
end ... the receiver went off the hook at 
this number. In calling the Manilla Fire 
Department, I was routed through what 
was said to be the Cambridge City oper­ 
ator. There is no longer a long distance 
operator in Rushville. To locate new 
numbers in the county, the connection 
is made with ConnersVille.

“In the case of a heart attack, 
I could probably use common 
sense or simply first aid like 
any other layman. It would 
depend on the situation.” 
Hartman, the tall, rangy aetor 
who portrays Dr. Hunter, the 
cardiologist 
with

kindly 
bedside manner, is entering his 
fourth season on the series 
which switches time slots this 
year from its “Bold Ones” 
period every other Sunday night 
to a weekly spot every Tuesday 
night.

Swarms Of Ferocious Honey Bees 
Moving Toward U.S. From Brazil 


WASHINGTON 
CAP) 
- 
Swarms of ferocious honey bees 
that have been known to kill 
both humans and animals are 
moving 
toward 
the 
United 
States from Brazil at the rate 
of 200 miles a year. 
There seems to be no natural 
barrier to block the bees and 
they could be in North America 
within four to six years, says a 
study financed by the Agricul­ 
ture Department. 
“The 
most 
alarming 
and 
best-known 
characteristic 
of 
Brazilian bees is their aggressi­ 
veness,” according to the re­ 
port. “Hundreds of bees be­ 
come airborne and pursue and 
sting any animals or people 
within 100 meters of the apiary. 
“There are many reports of 
animals and even people being 
killed by stings of Brazilian 
bees,” it continued. 
The report issued Wednesday 
by the National Research Coun­ 
cil and the National Academy 
of Sciences is one result of a 
trip by scientists last Novem­ 
ber and December to the bee 
area just north of the Amazon 
River in Brazil. 
The study calls the bees “ob­ 
jectionable and dangerous” and 
•ays it is essential “to do what­ 
ever can be done” to keep the 
bees out of North America. 
Commercial honey bees in 
the United States are of Eu­ 
ropean descent. The Brazilian 
bee, though smaller, flies faster 
and farther, works harder at 
making honey, but become ang­ 
rier 
much 
sooner 
than 
its 
northern relatives, the report 
states. 
The Brazilian swarms began 
in 1956 when some queen bees 
from Africa were introduced in 
the state of Sao Paulo, with the 
intention 
of 
improving 
Eu­ 
ropean types there. Care was 
taken 
to 
use 
sieves 
called 
“double queen excluders’ for 
keeping 
the 
vicious 
African 
queens in place. 
“Unfortunately, 
however, 
a 
visiting beekeeper, not under­ 
standing the situation, removed 
the double queen excluders and 
26 
swarms 
headed 
by 
the 
queens from Africa escaped in 
1957,” the report said. 
Brazilian beekeepers tried to 
dilute the strain of African bees 
by 
mroducing 
thousands 
of 
more agreeable Italian queens 
in 1963-64. Queens are fully ma­ 


ture females which mate with 
drones and lay thousands of 
eggs. 
But keepers killed the Italian 
queens “because they produced 
less 
honey 
than 
Brazilian 
bees,” the report says. 
As a result, the African bees 
survived and now are moving 
steadily northward. 
The 
committee 
w a r n e d 
against 
alarming 
the 
public 
about Brazilian bees. 
“The problem is likely to be 
magnified all out of proportion 
if the Brazilian bees get wide 
adverse press coverage,” the 
report said.

The 
passage 
of 
Scripture studied is Acts 4:13-21. 
Christian believers have had 
to take considerable punishment 
and 
persecution through the 
centuries. 
The Apostle Peter 
and others of the original group 
of 
apostles 
began 
preaching 
immediately after the ascension 
of Christ into heaven. Almost 
'the last words Jesus uttered 
before 
his 
ascension 
were: 
“ God ye therefore, and teach 
all nations, baptizing them, in 
the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost; teaching them to ob­ 
serve ail thmgs whatsoever I 
have commanded you: and. lo, 
I am witn you always, even 
unto the end of the world” 
t Matthew 28: l :-2C) 
Sharing The Faith 
There would have been no 
religion in *he sense that we 
understand that term today had 
it 
not 
been 
for 
Christ’s 
resurrection on the third day 
after his deaih and burial. Not 
only were the disciples thrilled 
by the resunccton of their 
Lord and the forty days he 
spent with them. They were as 
anxious as men could be to go 
out into the world witnessing 
to the fact that Jesus Christ 
was God’s only begotten Son. 
sent 
into the world 
not 
to 
condemn the world but that the 
world through him might be 
saved (John 3:17.) 
The words thereafter stand 
out in the Christian message. 
The first is the word “sharing,” 
and the second is the word 
“ witness.” It took the Church 
a 
long 
time 
to 
become 
organized and effective. One 
thing, however, everyone could 
do was to share their faith with 
their contemporaries and wit­ 
ness to the divine power of 
Christ the Lord... One of the 
unusual and thrilling factors of 
Christian faith is that the more 
we share it, the more we have. 
There have been reversals in 


the history of the Christian 
Church which made believers 
wonder at times if the Church 
could survive. But it has sur­ 
vived to this hour, and in spite 
of the fact that we are having 
at present a moral recession the 
Church is busy at :ts com­ 
missioned task of witnessing. 
Jesus declared that the gates 
of hell would not prevail against 
his church (Matthew 16:18). The 
longer we live and the more 
we see of the power and divine 
character of the Church, the 
m o r e 
we 
believe 
this 
declaration by none other than 
Christ himself is true. 


A Cripple Healed 
Members of the newly formed 
Christian fellowship frequently 
had their meetings near the 
gate in Solomon's court which 
bore the name of “Beautiful.” 
One day, as Peter and John 
were about to enter the gate 
at the hour of prayer (three 
o'clock in the afternoon), 
a 
cripple seated at the door to 
receive 
alms 
gave 
out 
nis 
pathetic plea. Peter answered 
“Silver and gold have I none; 
but such as I have give I thee: 
In the name of Jesus Christ 
of Nazareth rise up and walk.” 
(Acts 3:6). The lame man. now 
c o m p l e t e l y healed, began 
leaping 
and 
walking 
and 
shouting for joy. For the first 
time, probably, in Ms life he 
entered 
the 
courts 
of 
the 
temple. When the people viewed 
this 
miracle 
they 
gave 
an 
uproar of joy. Not so, however, 
the 
spiritual 
and 
political 
leaders of the nation. 
They 
admitted that a notable miracle 
had been performed, but they 
reasoned, within themselves that 
if this healing and preaching 
and 
teaching 
continued 
they 
would soon be out of power. 
Therefore they called Peter and 
John and told them “not. to 
speak at all nor teach in the 
name of Jesus. But Peter and 
John answered and. said unto 
them, right in the sight of God 
to hearken unto you more than 
ui.to God. judge ye. For we 
cannot but speak the things 
which 
we 
have 
seen 
and 
heard.” The lesson text does not 
say that the opponents of Jesus 
shook their fists at the apostles, 
but 
they 
must 
have 
done 
something of that nature. What 


they most emphatically did was 
to tell the apostles to stop 
preaching and healing. 


A Determined Ministry 
This, of course, only made the 
apostles more determined to go 
on with their ministry. If the 
national and spiritual rulers of 
the nation had only been able 
to look ahead and. see what 
happened on the Day of Pen­ 
tecost when the spirit descended 
iinon the Church they probably 
would have been too amazed 
to make any protest. They were 
getting 
more 
angry by the 
minute against the apostles. If 
they could have looked down 
across the ages they probably 
would have been terrified as 
well as confused. 
Forbidden to witness. Com­ 
plete prohibition of witnessing 
and. 
evangelism 
in 
Christ’s 
name. 
Looking 
back 
two 
thousand years, we wonder how 
the 
contem.po.rari.es 
of 
the 
apostles could have been so 
stupid. 
This confrontation of rulers 
and 
apostles 
might well be 
called the Magna Charta of 
freedom of speech and Christian 
liberty to witness and obey the 
command of Christ to preach 
the gospel to the whole world.
